The  playing  field  in  world  agricultural  trade  is  uneven. 
Some  countries  subsidize  their  imports;  others  subsidize  their 
exports.  Some  tax  imports;  others  tax  exports.  Most  nations 
try  to  help  their  farmers  through  domestic  farm  programs. 

All  these  influences  converge  to  distort  the  price  signals 
that  would  otherwise  govern  supply  and  demand  in  a  freer 
trade  environment.  The  resulting  hodgepodge  has  disadvan¬ 
taged  many  producers  in  the  United  States  and  other  coun¬ 
tries,  even  though  their  farm  products  are  among  the  least 
expensive  to  produce.
